though in the present state of public 
sentiment it will not have much weight. 
Guiteau went insane in his 19th year 
and has been so ever since, though 
there have been times of comparatively 
mental quiescence, as there have been 
periods of greater excitement. He was 
born mentally deformed, very keen and 
quick in some directions, but deficient 
in common sense. His unnatural 


— was also congenial to his re- 
ligious ideas imbibed. At times of 
the development of his insanity at Ann 
2 though parts of his education 
have 22 of a controling power 
of his delusion, this controling delu- 
sion at the time of the assassination, so 
far as he had any, was the political], 
situation. Now, within three weeks 
of his final appearance before the pub- 
lic, he is not cast down, but serene and 
content, and will, in my opinion, 
through whatever remains for him in 
the same confident, not to say triumph- 
ant manner. He cannot underatand 
how it is that men he has made should 
desert him. He believes he saved the 
Republican party and this country 
from civil war. He has not done 
looking to thé great American 
ple for redress, though his diseased 
eyes watch now for Executive clemen- 
cy, and, as at last they turn away from 
that, they will look up with a steadfast 
gaze on what he will believe a mar. 
tyr's crown. As the legal supports on 
which he has relied fall away he will 
still feel or think he feels underneath 
him the everlasting arms, going where 
our indignation cannot follow him. 
May we hope that those arms are 
there, for no poor wretch in all God's 
universe apparently needs them more. 
To human apprehension he is covered 
with the blasphemy of claiming to be 
God's man, paralleling his life of sin 
with a sinless one, stating that cruci- 
fixion was worse than hanging, believ- 
ing that it is enough that the end of 
the disciple be as his master. Do you 
shuddering say it ishorrible? I say it 
is insane.

Apportionment of the County 
School Fund. 

Ebrron Truss: The following is the 
fourth quarterly apportionment of the 
school fund. It is made upon the basis 
of the average daily attendance at 
school, at the rate of thirty cents per 
capita, This money is derived from the 
delinquent county taxes, and it will be 
observed that the amount apportioned 
to the several districts is much less than 
usual at this time. This decrease, the 
County Auditor informs me, is owing, in 
part, to the fact that the amount of taxes 
delinquent (except the railroad tax) is 
less this year than heretofore.

MAGNETICAL OBSERVATORY. 


A Station for Magnetical Observa- 
tion at the Normal School. 
Capt. J. S. Lawson, of the U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, is at present en- 
gaged in establishing, on the grounds 
of the Branch Normal School, a station 
of magnetical observation, for the deter- 
mination of the magnetical conditions 
at this point. A building to contain the 
instruments is to be erected at once, a 


peculiar feature of which is that no iron 
whatever is to be used in its construc- 
tion, the wood work being fastened to- 
gether with copper nails. It will be a 
square house about fourteen by twenty 
feet. A double wall will be used. Both 
walls will be made of wood apd adobe, 
with a space of three feet for k passage 
way between them. The instrument, 
which will be what is known as a Kew 
Observatory Magnetometer, will rest on 
a pedestal of brick and stone work in 
the center of the building. The instru- 
ment consists of a series of suspended 
magnetic needles, bearing small mirrors 
which reflecting the light of lamps at- 
tached to the instrument, on record 
sheets of sensitized paper, make a con- 
tinuous record of the variations of the 
needles. Horizontal inclination and 
declination, vertical and horizontal force 
of the magnetic needle will thus be re- 
corded, making, as it is intended, by a 
series of observations covering a period 
of from two to six years, a very valuable 
scientific record. This instrument is 
one of extreme delicacy, so much so that 
great care must be exercised on the part 
of the observer that in no case can he 
carry any iron or steel about him. An 
iron button or a pocket knife would se- 
riously affect the photographic record, 
causing erroneous readings.

First, I wish to congratulate our City 

Council on their recent action in clear- 

ing our sidewalks of their accumulation 

of boxes, barrels, etc., and their usual 

overstock of store merchandise. For the 

first time, in a long while, our sidewalks 

are actually passable for ladies. 

To be sure no more can black eyes 
and bruised shins be charged next 

morning’ to that confounded dry 

goods box left overnight on the side- 

walk; but we must forego this port of 
safety, considering the improved con- 

dition of our sidewalks. I would here 

suggest to our Council that, while they 

are making this clean up, as they have 

declared the gutters out of their juns- 

diction in their present place, said gut- 
ters be thrown into their jurisdiction by 

being run down the middle of the street, 

or else flamed down upon the sidewalks. 

If neither of these be practicable. let 
the gutters be suspended from the store 

awnings, and cleared out when the po- 
lice clear ont the ‘‘signs’’—of which 
more anon. 

I would congratulate the Council upon 
their action in the matter of Wilming- 
ton street. 

The idea of making that liest must 
have come by inspiration. It should 
be kept up; but I would suggest, as due 

to the dignity and tone! of the city, 

that the police be instructed not to- put 
on such list“ any member of the City 

Council nor other digh officials; also, 

that for like reason, they be not allowed 
toraid on any questionable house owned 
and rented by any such Councilman or 
official. 

However, as the League of Free- 

dom' has nullified the Sunday law and 

declared it unconstitutional, as a means, 
of saving time and of knowing just how 

things should be done, the Council and 

Chief of Police should consult said 

League and learn his willin the mat- 

ters presented. His office is quite con- 

venient to that of the Chief, and no 

great amount of time need be lost. 

If the League happen to be out, in- 

quiry at any of the ‘‘five cent houses“ 

will be sure to find him. 

Again, I would congratulate our city 

on the happy fact that we have escaped 

the small-pox, now so prevalent in San 

Francisco. Such good fortune is almost 

always to be attributed to the official 

having that particular service in charge. 

From childhood, I have always 
dreaded the small-pox, and I have al- 

ways felt that a first-class small-pox in- 

spector must have qualities not possessed 
by most men. He must be one whom 

even the most virulent small-pox dare 
not tackle; one whose tace is red and 

glowing like the flame on an altar; whose 
nasal organ looms up like the headlight 
ona lightning“ locomotive; the very 

scent of whose breath should be like 
unto a disinfectant; one before whom 

small-pox would hesitate long ere he 

risk his life in a struggle for supremacy; 
yea, he should be one at the sight of 

whom small-pox would pause, pale and 

flee.

The Investigation Turns Out 3 
Very Tame Affair. 


The Charges by (ity Attorney Hazard—Ad- 
journed to July 6th—Then We'll Give 
the Date of the Next Adjournment. 


The adjourned meeting of the City 
Council was called to order last evening 
at 7 o'clock, 

President Moran being absent, Mr. 
Cohn was called to the chair. On roll 
call it was found that three members 
were absent. 

Mr. Moore stated that he did not de- 
sire, for one, to proceed with the busi- 
ness for the consideration of which they 
were called together, till the President 
and full Board were present. He said 
he did not desire to place himself on 
record in regard to the matter unless all 
the other members did so also. On his 
motion that the absent members be sent 
for, business was postponed till their 
arrival and that of the District Attorney. 

At 7:15 o'clock, the full Board being 
present, President Moran called the 
meeting to order, it being stated that 


the object of the meeting was to investi- | Po 


gate certain charges against the Chiet of 
Police. 

Mr. Moore moved that the City Attor- 
ney be instructed to present the charges 
to the Council in writing. 

Mr. Chandler amended this by add- 
ing, “in a legal manner.“ 

r. Moore declared that he did not 
propose to be bulldozed by the gentle- 
man from the tin can ward (Mr. Chan- 
dler), and that the charges against 
Chief of Police King should properly 
come up before the Council med 1 he did 
not want to see them choked off. 

This was followed by an animated 
discussion over what the legal manner 
might be, in which Col. Godfrey, ap- 
pearing for Chief of Police King, re- 
quested to be allowed to say a word. 
This was emphatically opposed by Mr. 
Moore who desired the charges to be 
preferred before the Chief of Police's 
Attorney be allowed to speak. 

Mr. Chandler stated that he merely 
wished to have the matter presented in 
the legal*manner, as prescribed by the 
city charter. | 

Mr. O'Neil moved that Col. Godfrey 
be allowed to address the Council for 
five minutes. This was opposed by 
Mr. Cohn, who stated that Mr. Moore’s 
motion should be first acted upon. 
That as yet there had been no business 
brought before the meeting and nothing 
could be done till the charges should be 
properly preferred. 

r. Hazard being permitte.| to speak 
said that he would like to have Mr. 
Godfrey heard. 

Col. Godfrey then being allowed to 
address the Council, stated that the legal 
procedure would be for the charges to 
first come before the Mayor, and then a 
committee, before reaching the Council, 
but that as they would finally come be- 
fore the Council they did not desire to 
take advantage of any legal technicali- 
ties for delay, and were willing to ap- 
pear at once before the body, but that 
as yet no charges had been properly 
preferred; that the meanest criminal 
would be allowed the right of examin- 
ing and preparing a defense against. a 
written complaint, and that they de- 
manded this right, and also desired that 
the charges be presented in a written 
complaint and time allowed to prepare a 
defense. 

City Attorney Hazard then said it was 
only fair to grant this request, and par- 
ticularly as the Chief of Police was wil- 
ling to wave all preliminary proceed- 


ings. | 

The original motion was then put and 
carried, that the City Attorney present 
in writing the charges referred to. 

The following complaint was then 
presented to the Clerk of the Council, 
and then read by him. 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Council 
of the City of Los Angeles: 
GENTLEMEN: Henry King, Chief of 

Police of the city of Los Angeles, is 

hereby charged with dereliction of duty 

in this, to-wit: 

That heretofore the Council of the 
city, desiring to abate the houses of pros- 
titution, gambling and opium dens in 
Chinatown in said city, authorized said 
Chief and City Attorney to employ a 
special detective for that purpose, the 
police force of said city being unabie so 
to do. That since that time the said 
Chief of Police has in every means in 
his power endeavored to frustrate the 
objects thereof, and at no time since the 
appointment of* said special police has 
said Chief furnished the City Attorney 
or said special detective with any inform- 
ation whatever with reference to the 
violation of the law as above, although 
he has from time to time received in- 
formation which would have led to the 
arrest and conviction of the guilty par- 
ties had he so desired. 

That on the trial of the case of the 
People vs. Chung Wa Ling, charged 
with keeping an opium den and tried 
and convicted on June 16th, 1882, before 
City Justice Adams, he disclosed to the 
defence, with a view to impeach the tes- 
timony of said special detective, secrets 
obtained by him (King) from the City 
Attorney. 

That in the case of the People vs. Ah 
Fung, charged with keeping a house of 
prostitution, on trial in Justice Adams’ 
Court, he neglected and refused, al- 
though requested, to furnish the City 
Attorney with information regarding the 
general reputation of the house, which 
information could have been easily ob- 
tained by him; that a portion of his 
time during the progress of the said trial 
was devoted to secret consultations with 
the attorney for the defence and that 
five of his subordinate officers appeared 
as witnesses for the defence, and some 
of his subordinates were openly in secret 
consultation with the defence during 
the trial. 

That there is and has been for the 

ear last past carried on in the city of 

s Angeles the gambling game of tan, 
opium dens, and houses of prostitution 
in Chinatown; and that he is, for want 
of efficiency or otherwise, unable to 

revent the same. That he has so con- 

ucted himself aud his subordinate of- 
ficers, that a conviction of any China- 
man for any of the crimes above named 
is next to impossible.

On motion of Mr. Cohn, this was 
received. 

Mr. Godfrey then being heard for 
Chief of Police King, requested that an 
adjournment be had till the 6th of July, 
at 6:30 v. u., when they would be pre- 
pared to answer the charges in the com- 
plaint. This was put in the form of a 
motion and carried. ; 

The petition of L. Harris to rent to 
the city the upper story of the block on 
the corner of Spring and Temple streets 
for public offices, was referred to Board 
of Public Works. 7 

Mr. Moore then stated that if any 
member of the Council wished to see 
opium sold and smoked in a Chinatown 
den, any time within ten days, he should 
be glad to take them where they could. 

After some further desultory discus- 
sion on the duties of the City Attorney 
in prosecuting cases, the Council ad- 
journed till the next regular meeting.

OUR POLICE ronck. MEXICAN TRADE. 


The Drawbacks and Difficulties to be Con- 
tended With: 


American trade with Mexico is unfor- 
tunately hampered by serious draw- 
backs and surrounded by many and dis- 
couraging difficulties. Not the least of 
these are the duties, often excessive, 
which the Mexican Government im- 
poses upon the itcportation of foreign 
merchandise. Since the Ist of Novem- 
ber, 1881, lumber, macl.inery, and many 
other articles of American commerce, 
formerly admitted free, have been 
placed upon the taxable list, and an ad- 
ditional duty imposed upon all importa- 
tions. The duty upon machinery, al- 
though not relatively excessive, bears 
heavily upon Americans engaged in 
mining and other enterprises in Mexico, 
and would seem to indicate a disposi- 
tion on the part of the Mexican Govern- 
ment not to foster but to discourage 
such enterprises. The duty on lumber 
amounts to 

A PRACTICAL EMBARGO, 


Piling up, as it does, to from 100 to 150 
per cent. upon the invoice value of the 
rough article. It must be invoiced by 
weight, and as (speaking for the Pacific 
rts) at least one-half of the lumber 
imported is carried on the decks of ves- 
sels and is constantiy wet on the pas- 
sage, its weight is greatly — on 
the voyage. This results in making its 
weight at the port of discharge far ex- 
ceed the invoice weight at the port of 
shipment. The consequence, under the 
present Mexican law, is fines, double 
and triple duties, and even imprison- 
ment for the innocent but unlucky con- 
ignee. Under such adverse conditions 
e practical cessation of American lum- 
ber importations into Mexico is a thing 
not to be wondered at. What motive 
the Mexican Government in its inscruta- 
ble sabiendo has for this strange policy 
is a sort of 


DUNDREARY CONUNDRUM. 


Which we surrender with only a guess 
in the direction of a solution. The ob- 
ject cannot be to protect Mexican in- 
dustries, for the country has no wood 
that can take the place of the redwood 
and the pine of California and Oregon. 
It cannot be for the purpose of raising 
revenue, for if such were the aim, a 
moderate duty would have been impos- 
ed and not an exceptive, prohibitory 
one coupled with restrictions and pen- 
alties enough to prevent the importa- 
tion altogether. The conclusion seems 
plausible, if not irresistible, that the 
real motive of the rash-found and cal- 
zoneros-clad statesmen who are wont to 
assemble in the Halls or the Monte- 
zumas to make laws for the Aztec Be- 
pulic, was to prevent trade with the Uni- 
ted States, and to discourage mining and 
other enterprises in Mexico by Ameri- 
cans. An examination of the Mexican 
tariff reveals the fact that prohibitory 
duties are imposed upon almost eve 
article which was formerly . 
exclusively or generally, from the Uni- 
ted States. This fact is warrant enough 
for the above conclusion. 
Besides the new duties referred to 
ANOTHER DECREE 
Was recently published, imposing an 
additional duty of two per cent. upon 
all imports, five cents per ton additional 
tonnage duty on all sail vessels carrying 
merchandise into Mexican ports, and a 
new duty of five cents per ton on steam- 
ers, sail vessels in ballast, and vessels 
laden with coals, all of which were, pre- 
vious to 1881, exempted from tonnage 
duties. These facts further confirm the 
conclusion that the Mexican Congress 
has deliberately sought to hamper and 
drive out American commerce. Unfor- 
tunately for American shippers and 
importers, these additional duties have 
little or no effect upon importations 
from Europe, which usually enter in 
large quantities, by cargoes, the import- 
ers continuing their practice of making 
special contracts for the admission of 
their goods with the Minister of Ha- 
ciendo“ and the Port Collector. At the 
same time imports from the United 
States, generally purchasing in small 
lots, pay full duties, and so upon them 
falls the burden of these additional tax- 
es. Among merchants on the western 
coast of Mexico it is well understood 
that 
FULL DUTIES 


Must be paid on all goods purchased in 
this country, while the same class of 
goods purchased in Europe will pay 
from 25 to 40 per cent. less. Yet, not- 
withstanding all this, they still purchase 
large quantities of goods in the United 
States. Were American goods admitted 
into Mexico on an equal footing with 
European goods, so far as import duties 
are concerned, the result would prove a 
signal benefit to our commerce. The 
endeavor to correct this unjust state of 
things might properly be made the sub- 
ject of American diplomacy at the Court 
of President Lerdo. Failing in which, 
let our American exporters and ship- 
pers erect themselves on end and call 
upon the serried hosts of ‘‘rising states- 
men“ who infest every quarter, corner 
and school ‘‘deestrick"’ of this burdened 
land to emigrate to Mexico, get elected 
to its Congress, and teach the degene- 
rate sons of the country how to run a 
government.
